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City Council Rezones Raymond Coal Yard 


Vaile Objects 
To Proposal; 
Defeated 4-1 


Commissioners 
Uphold Verdict 
Of Zoning Board 


Dixon'b city council last night 


approved the recommendation of 
the zoning commission to rezone 
the coal yard at 700 Brinton av., in 
accord with the petition of Donald 
B. Raymond. . 


In a 4-1 vote favoring the motion, 


the council declared the property to 
be commercial, not ., residential. 
The coal yard had been non-con- 
forming .property In a residential 
district since the present zoning 
ordinance became law in 1938. 


Commissioners C. L. Ballard, 


Carl F. Plowman, L. J. Welch, 
and Mayor William V. Slothower 
favored amending the zoning ordi- 
nance. Commissioner Joseph B. 
Vaile opposed. 


Vaile objected because he didn't 


think it was a function of the city 
council. In such a matter, people 
have recourse to the courts, said 
Vaile. 


1 
Questions Legality 


He further questioned the legal- 


ity of amending the old zoning 
ordinance claiming that in doing so 
the protection given by it to citi- 
zens is destroyed. 


"If we rezone this property," 


said Vaile, "we might as well Junk' 
the zoning law." 


City Attorney Gerald Jones 


claimed that amending the aoning 
ordinance is legal, and that it pro- 
vided for methods for its own 
amendment. V . -.-

.Citizens can petition-the-.council 


for rezoning; whereby a commission 
if'three citizens are selected to 
study the problem and to* advise 
the council. Fifteen days notice is 
given the public to object, or to 
recommend council action. Final- 
ly, the council .can vote for or 
against a petition. 


According to Jones, people ob- 


jecting to council' action have re- 
course to a zoning board of appeals 
and then .to the circuit court. 


People Oppose: Vaile 


"Why visit on the people some- 


thing they don't want?" asked 
Commissioner Vaile. 
... 


In the past, he contended, al- 


though the old; zoning' ordinance 
was altered, such was done with 
the approval of the people in- 
volved. Twenty-five or more people 
object to rezoning the coal'yard. 


Mayor Slothower corrected Vaile 


stating that this wouldn't be the 
first time property was rezoned 
over the objections of interested 
parties.

Commissioner Ballard had no 


objections to the property being 
commercialized, but he objected to 
the way it was being commercial- 
ized. 


"The reason we're voting on 


this is kind of a rush deal," said 
Ballard. 


The planning board didn't vote 


one way or the other on it. But, 
because any change in a coal yard 
would be a help, and because he 
felt that in court both judge and 
jury would declare a coal yard 
commercial property, Ballard saw 
little reason to oppose it. 


"What would you do with it if it 


wasn't commercial?" asked Com- 
missioner Welsh. "No one would 
want1 a residence there." 


Vaile held his ground claiming 


that the old ordinance provided 
ample residential and commercial 
space for expansion. The ordinance 
was a law to protect citizens from 
infringement, he said.

'A iharp kn^fe. a long-proofed 
fork, a few clear directions and 
rguonable patience—that's really 
tB you need to cane that beauti- 
ttf roast turkey in the style it is 
accustomed to. 


l.'To Remove Leg — Hold the 


drumstick firmly with fingers, pull- 
f 


gently away from turkey body, 
the same time cut through akin 


between leg and body. 


2. Press the leg away from body 


wdth flat side of knife. Then cut 
through joint joining leg to back- 
bone and skin on the back. Hold 
the leg on service plate with drum- 
stick at a convenient angle to plate. 
Separate drumstick and thigh by 
cutting down through the joint to 
the plate. 
M. Slice drumstick meat. Hold 
drumstick upright at a convenient 
angle to plate and cut down, turn- 
big drumstick to get uniform slices. 


4. Slice thigh meat. Cut slices 


tf meat parallel to the bone. 


9. Cut into white meat parallel' 


to wing. Make a cut deep into the 
breast to the body frame, parallel 
to and as close to the wing as pos- 
sible. 


6. Slice white meat. Beginning 


A front, starting halfway up the 
"east, cut thin slices of white 
meat down to cut made parallel 
to the wing. The slices will fall 
away from the turkey as they are 
cut to this line. Continue carving 


until enough meat has been carved 
for first servings. 


Hpw to roast half a turkey—For 


a small family it is often more 
economical to purchase half a tur- 
key. John B. Russell, one of the 
best of chefs, cooks it this way. 
Wash and wipe dry the half tur- 
key in the usual manner. Sprin- 
kle both aides of the turkey with 
salt and pepper. 


Place the turkey skin side down 


and fill with your favorite Muffing, 
preferably a little on the dry side. 
Press the stuffing firmly into the 
cavity and cover well with a triple 
thickness of aluminum foil. Turn 
the turkey over and • truss with 
butcher's twine, being careful to 
draw the leg and wing in as close 
to the breast as possible.

Rub skin 
side of turkey with a mixture of 
half butter and half shortening.

The CIO endprsed Governor Stevenson and so did many 


of its individual union chieftains. The AFL jumped in on 
the same side, a move it had made only once before when 
Sen. Robert M. LaFollette, the old Wisconsin Progressive, 
was a candidate in 1924. John L. Lewis joined the parade, 
though he is generally viewed as having Republican leanings. 


Yet when the votes were counted, it was-thoroughly clear 


that the rank and file of labor had not followed their lead- 
ere' advice in anything like the expected numbers. Steven- 
son's majorities in New York, Chicago, Cleveland, Boston, 
Pittsburgh and many another normally Democratic strong- 
hold fell way short of past marks.

Evidently labor's brass exerts no magic power over the 


average worker. This, lesson had been demonstrated re- 
soundingly in Senator Taft's 1950 re-election in Ohio. But 
although union leaders sought to avoid some of their old mis- 
takes this time, they still did not appear to take sufficiently 
to heart one big part of that lesson: 


A working man is just like any other American. He has 


the same hopes and fears. He is a consumer, a father, he 
rears children who may live to be drafted, he pays taxes, he 
can be outraged by immorality. He is more than just an 
appendage to a union button. 


By the millions workers voted this time for Eisenhower 
because they saw in him some hope of getting rid of a por- 
tion, at least, of our vexing national and world problems. 
They plainly, felt the Democratic appeal was narrow and per- 
haps a bit staled The^'turned away from the certainty of 
Democratic rule; but they're not sure what will come, not 
sure if their hopes will now be fulfilled.

Bid Depends on Balanced Spread 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


I am very pleased that the 


joiity of bridge players have noW 
accepted the idea of point-count 
bidding, which I first advocated in 
1935. It seems safe (or me to de- 
scribe hands from now on in points, 
a step I had been avoiding for fear 
of confusing my readers. 


Just in case you're not familiar 


with the count, here it Is: Count « 
points for each ace in your hand; 
3 for each king; 2 for each queen; 
l for each jack. 


There are 10 points in each suit, 


and 40 points in the entire deck. 
You and your partner usually need 
26 points to make a game; 33 
points for a small slam; 37 points 
for a grand slam, 
'in the< hand shown today South 
makes an opening bid of one no- 
trump. This is the proper opening 
bid-when you have balanced distri- 
bution, at tea*! three suits stopped, 
and 16 to 18 points. In this case 
Somrt has the maximum strength 
—18 points. 


North pioperly raises to two no- 


trump, \\ith his count of 8 points. 
This is the co'rrect procedure if 
the rosponder has 8 or 9 points. 
South can afford to go on to three 
no-trump since he has more than 
the bare minimum of 16 points. He 
knows that his partner has 8 or 9 
points, so that the combined total 
will be either 26 or 27 points. 


West opens the deuce of clubs, 


and Ka«t wins with the ncc. A 
glance at dummy's strong club 
holding makes it cleai to East that 
there is no nourishment in that 
suit. East therefore shifts to the 
deuce of spades. 


South can find a way to be de- 


feated 11 he mistakenly puts up 
the kin°; or queen of spades. West 
would win with the ace of spades 
and return the suit, thus setting up 
two mere spade trioks for East. 


Sooner or later, East would get 


in with the king of diamonds to 
cash the rest of his spades. The 
defense would take three spades, 
one diamond, and one club to set 
the contract. 


When East shifts to spades at the 


second trick, South, must play low.

But then dum 
my's ten of spades will be good 
enough to force out the ace, and 
South 'will be sure of two spade 
tricks.

to play the ace of spades when 
South plays low.

In Raynaud's disease, the blood 


supply to a particular part is not 
cut off entirely but the blood ves- 
sels affected go into spasms and 
contract, especially when exposed 
to cold. An emotional upset may 
act the same way as cold. 


Raynaud's disease is most com- 


mon in the hands and consequently 
the fingers often turn white when 
put in cold water or when anything 
else happens which produces a 
contraction of the* blood vessels. 


Exposure' to cold, emotional up- 


sets and like factors which bring 


The cause is not known and al- 


though several good treatments'are 
available there is none which as 
yet can be considered a sure cure. 


In Raynaud's disease, surgery 


can be useful although amputation 
is rarely necessary. More often 
surgery is aimed at the sympa- 
thic nervous, system with the pur- 
pose of relaxing the spasms in the 
blood vessels. 


A true inflammation of the blood 


vessels—particularly those In the 
Buerger's disease. After a while 
the changes produced may cause 
complete blockage of blood flow 
through these vessels. The disap- 
pearance of the normal pulsation 
or beats of the blood vessels in the 
affected limb is characteristic. 


The disease is much more com- 


mon in men than in women. Al- 
though the cause is not definitely 


known, tobacco, 
infection, ring- 


worm and a 
chemical 
poison 


known as ergot seem to' play a 
part sometimes, at leasj. 
SURGERY OFTEN NEEDED 


All patients suffering from Buer- 


ger's disease cannot be treated 
alike. The most important items 
of treatment, however, are absolute 
avoidance of tobacco, removal of 
any sources of infection, and a 
good Intake of fluids and salts. 


In the more serious cases the use 


of drugs to prevent coagulation of 
the blood and some*oOler form of 
medical management may be use- 
ful. Surgery is frequently required. 
When the blood supply has been 
cut off to a toe, for example, the 
entire toe may have to be removed. 


The treatment of both these dis- 


eases is improving. More and 
more can be done for them, and 
research now going forward is like- 
ly to lead to further improvement 
in the future.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill.-UV-A re- 


vised estimate of Illinois corn pro- 
duction today pushed it 18.000.000 
bushels Above the Oct. 1, fore- 
cast. The crop was placed at 634,- 
000,000-busheIfl, the second largest 
of record. 


The Stale-Federal 
Agriculture 


departments made the new esti- 
mates, which put the crop second 
to the 1948 harvest of 564,000,000 
bushels. 


J. 
A. Ewlng, statistician in 


charge, explained that production 
forecasts are based on farmer*' 
reports. 


"The farmers didn't realize how 


good tne crop was until they start- 
ed harvesting," Ewing said. Har- 
vesting Is 95 per cent complete. 


Ewing said that crop prospects 


surged upward during the last two 
months as dry weather aided an 
early harvest and reduced the 
chance of damage from frost, wind 
and prolonged wet spells. 


Ewing emphasized that the cur- 


rent crop Is of high quality, es- 
pecially In the weatern and north- 
ern sections where corn is an im- 
portant product. Yields are ex- 
pected to average 58 bushels an 
acre. 


The state's soybean crop Is esti- 


mated at 88,000,000 buahels, the 
third largest in Illinois history.

Hope for Heart Patients

method of-keeping people alive by 
virtually plunging them into an AC 
electrical outlet was disclosed to- 
day by the Mew England Journal 
of Medicine. 


The regional medical publication 


says that to "hook up" a patient 
is "simple" and describe* it this 
way: 


A thyraton stimulator, about the 


size of a table radio—"which pro- 
vides the missing heartbeat"—is 
plugged into an ordinary alternat- 
ing current electrical outlet. 
It 


converts the electricity into wave* 
or impulses. 
t Then hypodermic needle* con* 
nected to the machine are insert* 
ed into each side of the patient'* 
chest. 


"The needles carry the electric 


pulse through the thick outer skin 
which is resistant to electric cur- 
rent," the Journal of Medicine' 
says. 
"The electrical impulse 


then travels from'a negative'elec- 
trode, clamped on one needle, 
across the heart 
t% a positive 


electrode on the other needle." 


The paper says that "if the heart 


can be kept beating and pumping 
blood over a period of time, there 
is a good chance that the normal 
heart beat will resume again." 


The article adds, however, that 


"if the Heart beat stops for long 
the patient dies." 


The new method of giving fail- 


Ing hearts a second chance to take 
tip normal functions was developed 
by Dr. Paul M. Zoll, associate in 
medicine at the Harvard Medical 
School and chief of the cardiac 
clinic of the Beth Israel Hospital. 


He said in his published' report 


that the lives of at least two pa- 
tients already were saved by this 
method. 


The heart of one patient was 


kept pumping by electrical Im- 
pulses for five straight days.

Began In 1888 


His life covers American college 


16, 
1862, played end at Yale in 1888-89- 
90, was chosen on Walter Camp's 
first All-America in 1889, began 
coaching at Springfield college in 
1890, went to the University of 
Chicago as its first coach in 1892 
and stayed there 41 years, coached 
at the College of the P.aciflc from 
1933 to 1946 after Chicago retired 
him at 70, and when the College 
of -the Pacific also retired him he 
came to Susquehanna in 1946. 


This is the man who first used 


numbers on football uniforms, who 
was instrumental in putting the 
forward pass in the rule book, who 
first developed the flanking play. 
and la credited with the backfield 
shift. 


He doesn't wear glasses but he 


sees clearly what goes on andj 
gives sharp, technical advice to 
the players. Only a slight tremb- 
ling of the jaw in repos^ betrays 
his age. 


No Retirement 


"I expect to keep right on go- 


ing." says Stagg when asked If 
he ever considered retiring. 


His wife is scarcely less re- 


markable. An alert, woman, she 
attends all games, makes a record 
of every play, Jots down diagrams 
of intricate formations, and then 
sits in afterwards on the football 
councils. She has been doing this 
from the very beginning. 


Susquehanna has had an excel- 


lent record .under the Slaggs al- 
though it makes no effort to re- 


cruit athletes. Last year the team 
was unbeaten but this year it has 
lost three and won three. 


Stagg's fight talk between halves 


might have been addressed to hu-

Domes to Shelter Nation 
From Future Bad Weather 


URBANA-CHAMPAIGN, 111. — 


Plastic pillows, helium-filled and 
joined to make mile-high floating 
domes, may "weather condition" 
communities of the future. 


Materials are available now and 


the idea is perfectly feasible, in 
the opinion of Prof. Ambrose M. 
Richardson of the University of 
Illinois. 


Next spring the professor hopes 


to try the idea with small dome 
covering about an acre of land. 


The next step may be covering 


areas such as football stadiums 
and baseball parks. Domes cover- 
ing whole communities would be 
only a step away. They would be 
made of thousand of transparent 
pillows each only a few feet square. 


Citizens in a dome covered com- 


munity would enjoy a year-around 
climate like that of the sub-tropics, 
but without rain or bugs. The dome 
would let in the sun's light and 
heat while filtering out undesir- 
able rays. 


In summer an opening at the 


top would be designed to bring cur- 
rents of cool air from high up 


down into the dome, forcing hot 
air out from under Its edges. Pow- 
er plants and other smoke-produc- 
ing installations would be kept 
outside. 


Rain pouring off the dome's 


edges, would be caught to provide 
a pure supply for aU uses includ- 
ing extensive sprinkling of vegeta- 
tion inside, where even the tallest 
trees could grow without difficulty. 


Homes might be without roofs 


Walls would be lightweight and 
solely for privacy. Even on over- 
cast radiant heat might be desir- 
able at night. 


Prof. Richardson says that such 


a city under a plastic dome would 
survive wartime attack better than 
a conventional one of heavy ma- 
terials. While the, dome could be 
damaged by blast or puncture an< 
the house walls under it, all could 
be quickly repaired. 


Because of pillow construction, 


the dome could sustain 
many 


punctures without coming down, 
and the damage cells repaired 
while the dome continued to float 
in the air.

Ana they don't 
come to see th,e Seniors. 
• -They cross the Senter threshold 
to. see what well may be the 
world's most dazzling p r i v a t e 
Christmas tree. It cost a small 
fortune, is' exhibited with show- 
manship and never fails to enthrall 
spectators.

The Senters estimate they've 


paid out at least $10.000 for tree 
bric-a-brac, which includes a silver 
lame cloth under it and a 200-plece 
miniature village that flanks it. 
Many decorations are gifts of well- 
wishers. 


While guests gaze at the tree in 


the living room, an organ in the 
basement plays Christmas carols, 
birds twitter (it is really a French 
music box) and a revolving wheel 
casts changing colors upon the 
spectacle. 


Senter stands by to show special 


ornaments like the tiny h a r p 
whose strings are minute glass 
vials of perfume, giant Swedish 
snowflakes flecked with colored 
atones, Moses-in-the-bullrushes, a 
miniature organ that plays.

Jt's Fruitcake Time 


-BY CECILY BROWKSVONE 
'Associated Frew Food Editor 
• It's not too soon to be thinking 
•head to Christmas—if you have 
fruit-cake making in mind. This 
recipe for that scrumptious holt- 
Jay concoction should be baked 
• month to six weeks before 
Christmas so that the cakes can 
mellow. This fruit cake slices 
test when it has been allowed to 
age, and it remains moist. 
' You will note that the recipe 
directs keeping the cake in a cool 
(lac* while it mellows. By cool 
place we mean a kitchen cabinet 
V pantry where the temperature 
ffe hot inclined to go much beyond 
TO degrees. If you do store the 
wrapped cakes at room tempera- 
ture in this way, place them in a 
tightly covered tin box. 
" However, if you r»n cpar* th» 


•refrigerator space, the wrapped 
<*)(«* will mellow even better 
there, and they slice wonderfully 
well when they are cold. 
• Stored in either place, 
the 


cakes should be wrapped in two 
thicknesses 
of heavy waxed 


paper or in one thickness of al- 
Qminum foil. 
\ One more tip: Spread your 
fruitcake making over two days. 
<»n one day get the dried and 
•andied fruit and nutmeats ready 
and mix with a cup of flour as the 
recipe directs. Next day prepare 
jhe batter, mix with the floured 


fruit and nuts and beJt* the' 
cakes. 


Not* that this recipe calls for 


thrifty, convenient, and nutriti- 
ous evaporated milk—and that 
it makes two to four loaves. Keep 
one or two for the family, give 
one or two gaily-wrapped loaves 
away. Since this fruit cake Is 
neither dark nor light, but In be- 
tween, a lot of eaters will enjoy 
it. 


REMEMBRANCE FRUIT CAKE 
Ingredients: *4 pound seedless 


raisins, % pound currants. 
* 


ounces citron, 2 ounces candied 
lemon peel, 2 ounces candied or- 
ange peel, ft pound candied 
cherries, 4 ounces candied pine- 
apple, '/i pound (about 2 cups) 
broken pecan or English walnut 
meats, l cup butter or margarine 
or shortening, 1*4 cup* firmly 
packed brown sugar, 4 eggs 
(separated), 1 cup evaporated 
milk, 1 tablespoon lemon juice. 
2'/j cups sifted flour, 2 teaspoons 
baking powder. '/4 teaspoon salt. 
1'4 teaspoons cinnamon, 1 tea- 
spoon allspice, 'i teaspoon mace, 
% teaspoon nutmeg. 


Method—Rinse raisins and cur- 


rants in hot water; drain well. 
Cut cherries in quarters. Slice 
pineapple thin. Nuts should be 
coarsely chopped or broken. Mix 
fruit and nuts in large bowl or 
pan. Add 1 cup of the flour and 
mix until fruit and nuts are well 
coated. Cream butter and sugar. 
Beat in egg yolks. Stir lemon 


Juic* into milk and add. Sift re- 
maining 14 rupa flour with bak- 
ing 
powder, salt, cinnamon, 


cloves, allspice, mace and nut- 
meg. Stir into egg yolk mixture. 
Beat egg whites until stiff but not 
dry and fold in. Add batter to 
fruit mixture. Mix and stir only 
until blended. Grease pans light- 
ly and line twice with heavy 
waxed paper. This mixture will 
make either four cakes 7'i x 2% x 
2% inches, or two cak«s 8*« x 
*'.i x 2% inches. Divide mixtuie 
evenly and press into pans, level- 
ing tops. If desired, decorate tops 
with additional pieces of candied 
fruits such as pineapple and 
cherries, and nuts. Bake in very 
slow (27SF.) oven until done, 
about 
2 hours for the small 


cakes, or about 2',i hours for the 
larger cakes. (When cakes are 
done, they are lightly browned 
and tiny cracks begin to appear 
in the top. These cracks close 
when cakes cool.) Cool cakes in 
pans about 10 minutes, then turn 
out on racks and place right side 
up again to finish cooling. When 
ready to store cakes to ripen, re- 
move waxed paper from them 
and rewrap either in clean waxed 
paper or aluminum foil. Keep in 
cool place until ready to use. 
Makes « pounds fruit cake.

er background."

the pilgrims. 


In front of the Very Dry, for 


example, you could learn that the 
average Frenchman drinka '42 gal- 
lon* of wine each year—II gallons 
more than the average American. 
* • « 


At the tawny port you might find 


out that there aie no rules for 
drinking wine. "The wine you 
like," said a consultant, "is the 
wine to drink." 


If you.looked up 
from 
your 


sparkling burgundy, you would 
hear that American wines are 
popular abroad, winning medals in 


competition with French and Ital- 
ian. 


And from a professional taster 


who was wiping a wine drop from 
his nose, you would find, "In the 
final analysis it's the individual 
who must judge wine for himself. 
Every man should be a wine 
taster." 
' 


To be a wine taster, you need 


only a moustache, a look of assur- 
ance, and a vocabulary of "bou- 
quet" and "clean." 
* * * 


The process itself la simple: 
1. Pour a little wine on your 


hands and rub them together. If 
your hands smell only of wine, 
you should say, "This is clean 
wine." 


2. Hold the wine glass to your 


nose. If it smells nice, you say, 
"This has a lovelv bouquet." But 
if it does not smell nice, then «ay, 
"This bouquet is not clean." - 


3. RoU a sip of wine la your 


mouth. Do not swallow it 
If it 


tastes good, roll your eyes. Later < 
spit the wine into a small bucket 


In the words of one professional 


taster, "If you drink three glasses 
of wine, you won't know what you 
are tasting." • • • 


The experts never smoke or eat 


spicy foods. Their tests are held 
in odor-free rooms where nothing 
will interfere with their senses. 


A professional can identify the 


different types of grapes fesed in 
the wine, locate the vineyards/ and 
pin-point the age merely from a 
sip. 


Alfred Fromm. who came to 


America as a wine taster, ex- 
plained that in his day he was able 
to analyze wine with the best of 
them. 


"But." he said, "when I took 


my first cigarette I stopped being 
a wine taster." 


However, a spokesman for a 


vintners' association declared that 
heavy smokers should taste wines 
while they smoke. 


'Keep the «urroundlnr,s as nat- 


ural as possible." he said. "After 
all. you are the one who is going 
to buy the wine." 


The pilgrimage was still wan- 


dering from wine to wine. Sipping 
less and drinking more, their 
voices grew 
dimmer. At one 


point you could hear a gentleman 
asking. "How old is this brandy?" ' 


A wine taster, who overheard 


him. said. "I will talk to him later 
and tell him that age is impor- 
tant, but that a bad wine gets 
worse with age." 


Then a young lady near 
the 


roast beef said, "I just-love cham- 
pagne. It tickles my nose." 


The wine taster said, "I will not 


talk to her. It would do no good." 


French - Cat 
Beans Fine 
With Turkey

With your Thanksgiving turkey. 


Rosamond Chapin, a truly wonder- 
ful artist with foods, suggests 
French-cut green beans. But hers 
are different. I've relished them 
at the New Boston Inn, at New 
Boston, Mas*., in Berkshire Coun- 
ty, which she and her husband 
own. 
I'll let this hospitable and 


amazing hostess give her .own di- 
rections. 


Silvered or French- Cut Beans 
"Buy only young and 
tender 


beans and slice these lengthwise 
as finely as you can," she says. 
"For'tala occasions-NT ajiways do 
this by hand because I can do it 
finer than any gadget ever made 
for this purpose. I cook my sliv> 
ered beans as quickly as possible 
in a large saucepan full of boiling 
water to which I add a teaspoon- 
full of baking soda before I put in 
my beans. 
» 


"When beans are 
tender, in 


about 10 minutes or less if you 
have slivered them finely enough, 
I drain them through a colander 
while running hot water from the 
faucet over them to remove all 
traces of the soda. £ next melt 
plenty of butter in a wide sauce- 
pan. Into this I put my beans, still 
warm, but carefully drained after 
their bath. 


"I season these with salt, white 


pepper and a dash of garlic salt 
while I shake the pan to distribute 
the seasoning aa well as keep my 
beans from scorching! Be sure to 
put them into a warm 
dish to 


serve, and season them at the last 
possible moment. No beans ever 
tasted better than these. 


"Glased Yams: Parboil yams in 


their skins' until nearly cooked, 
soft but not mushy. Peel and 'cut 
into halves. Place halves in single 
layer in. much-buttered shallow 
pan, sprinkle with sugar and a 
dash of salt 'Moisten slightly with 


little orange Juice. Place in 350 


degree F. oven (moderate) and 
turn eVery five minutes or so, add- 
ing sugar or juice each time as 
necessary until yams are 
evenly 


glazed and slightly browned."

At the recent annual American 


Spice Trade Association dinner in 
New York, we learned how to pre- 
pare this remarkable dish in a sim- 
plified modern form. So we pass 
along thi» prize recipe. 


Fillets of Sole Marguery 


(Serves 4-«) 


Eight fillets of sole (frozen), *£ 


teaspoon salt, % teaspoon pepper, 
3 tablespoons lemon juice, 1 leek 
(or one slice onion), chopped, 1 
teaspoon parsley flakes, 6 pepper- 
corns, 1 bay leaf, crumbled, J,i tea- 
spoon powdered thyme, 1*£ cups 
sauterne (or chicken broth), 2 
tablespoons butter, 1 tablespoons 
flour, & pound butter, & cup 
heavy cream, 1/16 teaspoon cay- 
enne, 8 small shrimp, boiled, 8 oys- 
ters, ij teaspoon paprika, 
eliminate salt. 


Place, fillets, ends folded under, 


in greased baking dish. Sprinkle 
with salt, pepper, lemon juice, 
chopped leek or onion, parsley, 
peppercorns, bay leaf and thyme. 
Pour sauterne op chicken broth 
over the fillets and bake in moder- 
ate oven (375 degrees'F.) for 10 or 
15 minutes, or untn fish is tender. 
Carefully drain off remaining wine. 
With spoons, scrape off any vege- 
tables or seasonings that may ad* 
here to the fillets. '. 


Strain the wine or chicken broth 


and put in top of double boiler. 
Combine 2 tablespoons flour and 3 
tablespoons butter and stir, bit by 
bit, into the hot wine or broth. 
Then add the remaining butter and 
cook until dissolved. Add heavy 
cream and cayenne and cook until 
thickened. 


Place a shrimp and an oyster on 


each fillet. Pour sauce over the 
fish, top with paprika and cook 
under broiler until brown.

>,? pound of butter. And U must be 
butter: When onions are sufficient- 
ly cooked add * quart of milk and 
continue to simmer until milk is 
hot. 


"In a large mixing bowl have 


ready, eight cups of slightly stale 
white bread cut into small cubes. 
I trim most of the crust from mine. 
On top of the bread throw a gen- 
erous handful of finery chopped 
parsley, one tablespoonful of poul- 
try seasoning, one teaspoonful of 
salt, one-half teaspoonful of garlic 
salt, one-half teaspoonful of white 
pepper, one-half teaspoonful of cel- 
ery salt, one-half teaspoonful of 
curry powder. 


"Pour the hot milk and onion 


mixture over the seasoned bread 
and mash and mix well with a po- 
tato masher. 
When 
thoroughly 


mixed, add four eggs well beaten 
first. The dressing should be soft 
but not runny when it goes into 
turkey as it hardens during the 
cooking process. If dressing is too 
soft, add a bit more bread. If too 
hard, increase the milk. 


"In stuffing the turkey, I fjll the 


main cavity only, and keep the 
dressing in place with a couple of 
slices of bread which In turn are 
held firmly by tightly tying the 
legs to the tail.-The wings I simply 
lock back toward the pan. 


"In the neck cavity I put a quar-
